MAINTENANCE OF WAY AND STRUCTURES. 



On First District three and one-half miles new eighty pound 
steel rail have been laid between South Vernon and Millers 
Falls; on Fourth District two miles north of St. Albans were 
laid with new eighty pound rail. 

New sidings, aggregating 4,509 feet, have been constructed 
for accommodation of industries; passing track 2170 feet was 
built at Bethel and additional tracks aggregating 2615 feet were 
constructed south end of St. Albans Yard. 
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Passenger shelter erected at Kitemaug, Conn.; a new 
passenger and freight station was built at Merrow, Conn, and 
at Waterloo, Que. a machine shop and an ice house were built 
to replace those destroyed by fire. A modern water tank and 
standpipes were installed to replace old tank destroyed by fire 
at Roxbury, Vt. 

Extensive repairs were made to New London coal dock, 
Mansfield station, Windsor station, White River Junction engine 
house, Alburgh station, St. Armand station and Richelieu station. 

A new steel bridge No. 19, 120 feet long, was erected at 
Chambly, Que.

CAR DEPARTMENT. 



A ioo-ton modern steam wrecking derrick was purchased 
and placed in service. Four passenger cars, one milk car and 
five flat cars were built in St. Albans shops. 

Four electric motors were installed in the Car Shops during 
the year, which increased the capacity of the shops. 



The property has been efficiently operated and well main- 
tained and improvements to the extent of $46,444.41 have been 
made during the year, of which $41,487.62 has been charged to 
“capital” and $4,956.79 to “operating expenses.” 

Appended hereto are the detailed statements, accounts 
and statistics relating to the business of the fiscal year.
